HEALTH OFFICER URGES 
DISEASE PREVENTION MEASURES 



Importance of Taking measures now to prevent disease as 
part of the Civilian Defense program is stressed in an announce- 
ment by Dr. H. W. Hassell, of Bridgeport, State Medical Health 
officer of District Four (Montgomery and Bucks Counties). Dr. 
Hassell's announcement: 

"This is an all-out war in which we are engaged, a war of 
extermination in which we can expect all the frightf ulness and 
horror which it is possible for the enemy to inflict upon us. 

"Dr. Parran, Surgeon General, has stated that the enemy has 
planned a~d in my opinion will use bacteriological warfare where 
ever possible. This being the case, it behooves us to plan ahead 
for the protection of our population. 

"The statement has been made that, if bombing takes place 
in the populous areas of New Jersey, 500,000 people will rush 
across the Delaware River bridges during the night to get into 
rural areas, which means largely into Bucks and probably Mont- 
gomery Counties. Should this occur, and it is highly probable 
that it will, it will be a tremendous problem to care for these 
people, not only for food, clothing and shelter, which should be 
the responsibility of the Red Cross, but just as important are the 
health problems that would be created, such as the examination t H . irry i. 
of water supplies and milk, proper sewage disposal and, as these j nurs t av ., 
people will be crowded together, the prevention of disease, not j Gane. 31 
only in the visitors but our own residents.

"The time to act is now, not when these conditions arise, 
when doctors, nurses and hospitals will be overworked, and it 
may be impossible to properly take care of the work.

"Typhoid fever and paratyphoid fever can be prevented by 
thre^iin^jtj^iii^cii(>i»«<»*yen one^week apart, but the full immu- 
i.'*y does not tajfe place for weeks, and it will be too late to get 
full protection in the presence of an epidemic. 

"Diphtheria can be prevented by two injections given four 
weeks apart. Immunity from the mother carries to about six 
months, after which the child is liable to contract the disease. 
All children up to II years should be given this protection. The 
Pennsylvania Department of Health will furnish Diphtheria Toxoid 
to any physician applying for it. However, it must be empha- 
sized again that this protection is not immediate, but takes sev- 
eral months before becoming effective. 

"Smallpox in this state has been controlled by vaccination 
but all states do not have a compulsory vaccination law, so 
people coming into this state may bring the disease with them. 
Children in Pennsylvania must be vaccinated before attending 
school, but one should not wait until then, when the child is liable 
to the disease at any time. As it must eventually be done, pro- 
tection should be secured at once. All children and adults who 
have not been vaccinated recently should be vaccinated at once. 

"These are some of the measures that we can take now. 
When the bombing comes, it will be too late to be immediately 
effective. Do not wait. Consult your physician now and be 
guided by his advice."

A tract of nearly four acres of 
"round, lying along the Pennypack 
Creek in Upper Moreland Township- 
has been given to Montgomery 
County for pnrk purposes by the 
owners. Pliny P. Stewart and his 
wife. Suzanne Stewart, of Newark, 
Del . former residents of the County. 

Title to the ground was accepted, 
subject to certain conditions, by 
County Commissioners Fred C. 
Peters. Poster C. Hillegass and Ray- 
mond K. Mensch, by a resolution. 

Situated about one mile south ot 
Hatboro and a mile northwest of 
Bryn Athyn. the tract lies on a 
rather steep wooded slope on the 
north side of the Pennypack Creek. 
The northwest boundary of the 
property runs about 400 feet along 
the Davisville rd. One boundary 
adjoins property owned by the 
Philadelphia Missionary and Church 
Extension Society of the Methodist; 
Episcopal Church. 

The tract was given to the Coun- 
ty by the Stewarts in memory of 
their deceased daughter. Jacqueline 
Laura Stewart. 

The resolution accepting the 
ground provides that the tract shall 
be known as the "Jacqueline Laura 
Stewart Park" and that it shall be 
kept in its natural state, as nearly 
as possible. The County may lay 
out such roads and paths as it 
deems necessary for proper utiliza- 
tion of the area and bathing, pic- 
nics and certain games will be per- 
mitted, at selected places. 



Air Raid Shelter 
Plans Are Studied 

Plans for the construction of air 
raid shelters throughout Lower 
Merion Township with the mini- 
mum use of steel and other allied 
materials if and when military 
authorities decree their need are 
being studied by the Township Air 
Raid Shelters Committee, it wa 1 
announced Tuesday night. 

In his report to the Council of 
Defense at its regular monthly 
meeting.

Other methods under discussion 
are the accumulation of bags for 
sand and earth and means of pro- 
tecting filled bags from deteriora- 
tion. Mr. Sinnickson urged the im- 
mediate accumulation of such ma- 
terials so that they might be on 
hand should the military situation 
warrant their use.

Have you filed your Federal in- 
come tax return? If you come 
within the group from whom re- 
turns are required, you have only 
until midnight, March 16, in Which 
to file a return. Single persons 
who earned as much as $14.43 a 
week for 52 weeks of 1941; or mar- 
ried persons living together who 
had aggregate earnings or as much 
as $28.85 a week for the year, are 
required to file returns. The in- 
structions attached to the forms de- 
scribe the method of preparing re- 
turns, but if further information is 
necessary it may be obtained at the 
offices of the collector of internal 
revenue, deputy collector, or an in- 
ternal revenue agent in charge. 
They make no. charge for their ser- 
vices. 

If income tax returns are placed 
In the mall, they should be posted 
in ample time to reach the collec- 
tor's office on or before the due 
date — that is midnight on March 
16 for calendar year returns. Tax- 
payers subject themselves to a pen- 
alty for failure to file returns on 
time.

Arctic Bishop 
At All Saints' 

Bishop Fleming Will 
Conduct Services At 
Wynnewood Church 

The Bishop of the Arctic will con- 
duct services Sunday, March 8, and 
every evening through Friday, at 
All Saints Church, Wynnewood. 

Bishop Archibald Lang Fleming, 
also known as the "Flying Bishop" 
because he has flown more than 
40,000 miles in the service of the 
church in his diocese, extending 
from the shores of James Bay to 
the North Pole and from Baffin 
Land to the Alaskan boundary, 
ranks as one of the most colorful 
churchmen of the day. 

In accepting the invitation of All 
Saints Church. Bishop Fleming said 
he felt "that in these tragic and 
terrible days of war no effort should 
be spared to arouse Christian 
people to a realization of the chal- 
lenge that comes to them as fol- 
lowers of the Prince of Peace. Too 



often, it seems to me, the signific- 
ance of the Christian religion, at 
such a time as this, is not under- 
stood." 

His missions arc scattered along 
the Arctic coast and in addition 
Bishop Fleming has established 
well equipped hospitals, residential 
schools and day schools. 

Bishop Fleming was born and 
educated in Scotland, where he- 
spent eight years in the ship- 
building industry, becoming a naval 
architect. In 1912 he was ordained 
and served as a missionary to Baf- 
fin Land, where he traveled bv 
sledge, dog team and whale boat. 
visiting the Eskimo villages and 
frequently going where no white 
men had been before. After 1916 
he was assigned parochial work and 
until 1927 was rector of the his- 
toric church of St. John at Saint 
John, New Brunswick. He resigned 
to become archdeacon of the Arc- 
tic, and in 1933 was consecrated a 
bishop and elected the first Bishop 
of the Arctic. His people are mostly 
Eskimos, Indians. fur traders, 
mounted policemen, and govern- 
ment officials.

The local committee will func- 
:ion with the County committee,

the proper procedure of matters on 
agriculture, gardening, canning and 
nutrition to enable the citizens to 
select the best possible foods for 
Uie Defense Program. 

The committee will also issue in- 
formation on staple garden prod- 
ucts for which seeds will be easily 
obtainable, and will caution against, 
the promiscuous use of seeds that 
are not available. 

Fertilizing will be one of the 
most important matters to he con- 
sidered in v.ew of a shortage of 
certain standard forms. 

Courses in nutrition in srhooK 
will be expanded to meet war 
needs, and additional courses will 
be offered through the Vic lory 
Garden groups.

The above is from a poster for an 
escaped prisoner of war, which appeared 
in South Africa at the time of the Boer 
War. The only thing the poster neglected 
to mention was the name of the Englishman. It was Winston Churchill. 

Churchill, who, incidentally, was serving the English as a journalist, not as 
a toldier, had escaped from a Boer prison. Making his get-away in the coal 
car of a freight train, he met up with an English colliery manager who hid him 
in a mine and then helped him to escape to the Portuguese frontier. There he 
joined the English fighting forces. "If the Boers insist upon treating me as a 
combatant I might as well be one," he said. 

Philip Guedalla tells this story in his fascinating biography of Britain's 
leader, "Mr. Churchill," which has just been published.
